Reliable information has bean received to the effect 
that the Jewe are still maintaining Western Galilee 
and running its affaire as sn occupied area belonging 
to the Military Administration end that they are not 
o hanging enything except in resettling a number of 
Jews on its Lebmieee borders. The situation Is different 
in Eastern Galilee, on whioh they daily set a new 
Jewish impress. They are renewing end blowing up 
certain villages to their foundations, just as they 
have dome to the villages of Parridlya and Hit tin, mid 
are building Jewish oolooles on their ruins. The 
Jews are now demarcating the boundaries between Eastern 
end tto Western Galilee £, In aooordsaoe with the lines 
provided in the Partition resolution. Although the 
Jews are buying properties from the Arab# in Eastern 
Galilee, they are not buying anything in Western 
Galilee.
